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Report supports link 
between poor health 
and a lack of wealth

TOTTENHAM Green has been singled out 
in a cabinet report with a stark warning that 
deprivation and ill health go hand in hand. 

Men living in the ward can expect to live up to 17

London - and shockingly 
the same as in Albania or 
Oman - according to the 
author of last week’s gov¬ 
ernment-commissioned 
Fair Society, Healthy 
Lives report. 

The area was pin¬ 
pointed as being in dire 
need in the same week as 
health chiefs defended 
their plans for a major 
rejig of hospitals across north London, with 
redressing health inequalities at the top of their 
controversial agenda. 

“The healthiest people in England now enjoy 
remarkably good health. For example, in the 
wealthiest part of London, one ward in Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea, a man now has a life 
expectancy of 88 years,” writes Professor Sir 
Michael Marmot. 

“But the contrast is stark. A few kilometres 
away in Tottenham Green, one of the capital’s 
poorer wards, male life expectancy is 71. Simi¬ 
lar differences are found all over the country.” 

With fast-food outlets on virtually every street 
corner and unemployment higher than the 
national average, Tottenham Green is not unlike 
many other suburbs up and down the UK. But it 
is residents in deprived areas such as this who 


are more likely to smoke, drink excessively, 
have poor diets and do little physical exercise - 
and therefore develop diseases which dramati¬ 
cally shorten their lives. 

With no major hospitals within Haringey’s 
borders and plans on the table to close the acci¬ 
dent and emergency department at the nearby 
Whittington Hospital, in Highgate Hill, fears 
have been raised that Haringey residents will be 
placed at an even greater disadvantage. 

The A&E will be downgraded under four out 
of seven options as part of a cost-cutting shake- 
up, first revealed by a leak to the press last year. 

The Whittington’s 50-bed maternity unit is 
also at risk under all seven options although 
maternity services at North Middlesex Univer¬ 
sity Hospital in Edmonton, the next nearest

destination for Haringey’s mums-to-be, 
now look set to stay under the North 
Central London Sector Review, which 
will change services in Haringey, 
Enfield, Barnet, Islington and Camden. 

There is also likely to be a merger 
between The Whittington and the 
Royal Free hospital in Hampstead 
although it is not yet clear exactly what 
this will entail. 

The plans, which include providing 
more health services from polyclinics, - 
large GP-led centres such as the new 
Hornsey Neighbourhood Health Centre, 
in Park Road - have mobilised concerned 
residents, campaigners and politicians 
from across the region to organise a mass 
demonstration on February 27 against the 
downgrading of The Whittington’s A&E. 

Speaking to The Advertiser on Friday, 
one of those charged with ushering in 
the reforms, NCL programme director 
Stephen Conroy, insisted that no change 
was not an option. He said: “There are 
enormous health inequalities across 
London. If you are black, working class 
and live in an area where the schools 
aren’t very good, you have a harder life.

In London we have under-developed 
general practice and over-developed 
hospitals. We’ve fallen behind the rest 
of the country and we need to catch up. 

“The hospitals we have are there for 
historical reasons, because there was a 
workhouse there before or whatever, not 
because we have designed them around 
clinical strategy. 

“Now we are trying to design the best 
healthcare around the existing infra¬ 
structure. Why should you get better 
care because of how close you live to a 
world-class hospital?” 

Though Mr Conroy refused to be 
drawn on details of the seven options, 
insisting the plans were at very early 
stages, he did admit the changes were a 
result of financial pressure too. 

“I’d be being disingenuous if I said 
this was not about money - we’re not 
pretending money is not an issue,” he 


said. “NHS medical direc¬ 
tors start by saying: ‘what’s 
best practice’? 

Mr Conroy did say V 
there would be just one 
acute hospital in the 
north of the region, but J 
refused to say whether it 
would be North Mid or Barnet. He 
admitted this was a deviation from the 
Barnet, Enfield and Haringey Clinical 
Strategy which was signed off in 2008. 

Peter Barnes, medical director of NHS 
Enfield and a GP with 36 years’ experi¬ 
ence, also spoke at the press briefing in 
support of the polyclinic system. He 
said: “I worked in a big practice with 
seven partners, and we were able to 
share our expertise. That saved a lot of 
time rather than working in isolation. 
And these buildings are already there. 

“But we need to start thinking about 
the NHS as a knowledge-based system 
rather than a real-estate business. People 
feel safe walking into a hospital, and 
understandably so, but many services 
can be provided elsewhere. We even 
foresee a time when patients could 
receive chemotherapy in a polyclinic.” 



But their arguments did not convince 
Health Emergency’s information director 
John Lister, who said there is no proof 
the proposals would help people in the 
most deprived areas such as Tottenham. 

He said: “Nowhere’s safe from these 
reckless proposals. This is a problem 
that will gnaw away at the support of 
whichever party wins the election, with 
a succession of high-profile, possibly 
chaotic NHS changes and cutbacks, 
tearing the heart out of existing hospi¬ 
tals, and axing thousands of healthcare 
workers’ jobs. Changes on this scale 
have never been imposed on any health 
system in the world. They threaten to 
leave the capital short of hospitals and 
healthcare.”

Y OUNG people in London 
can now apply for a 
National Identity Card - but 
critics have warned them 
not to become “guinea pigs” for what 
they see as an insidious threat to pri¬ 
vacy and liberty 

The £30 cards, which have been 
billed as a simple and “extremely 
secure” form of personal identifica¬ 
tion, are now available to Londoners 
aged 16-24 following the latest roll¬ 
out of the controversial scheme. 

After having their fingerprints 
scanned, young people can use the 
cards as proof of age when buying

restricted products such as alcohol, 
computer games and DVDs, when try¬ 
ing to get into pubs and clubs and in 
place of a passport for travelling 
throughout Europe. 

But the scheme has been slammed 
by civil liberty group N02ID as a cyn¬ 
ical attempt to dupe young people into 
complying with a database state. 

Phil Booth, N02ID national co-ordi- 
nator, said: “We’re encouraging people 
not to be sucked in and to read the 
small print - because these are not just 
cards. We’re talking about a govern¬ 
ment record for 
life. Once you’re 
on that database, 
there’s no way off it 
- even after your 
death. 

“There are already 
a number of proof- 
of-age cards which 
cost about a tenner 
so they’re just try¬ 
ing to dupe young 
people into getting 
these cards. 

“It’s very insidi¬ 
ous for them to 


target our young people with these 
disingenuous messages.” 

Mr Booth also ridiculed the govern¬ 
ment’s claim that carrying an ID card 
is safer than having a passport. 

“If you lose it, it’s not just losing 
£30,” he explained, “it’s losing your 
personal information; your full name, 
your date of birth and your place of 
birth. These are enough for someone 
to get hold of your birth certificate 
and start an identity takeover.” 

He also said loopholes written in to 
the Identity Cards Act 2006 mean 
information submitted when applying 
for a card could be “trafficked on” to 
other agencies such as the police, 
Department of Work and Pensions and 
Revenue And Customs. 

Signing up at the age of 16 could 
also mean a report being logged every 
time your identity is checked for any 
reason for the rest of your life. For 
example, when you register with a 
doctor or open a bank account. 

This amounts to a Big Brother-style 
surveillance of a person’s private and 
personal and commercial life, accord¬ 
ing to Mr Booth, who added that 
cardholders could also incur charges

when their card is lost or not renewed 
in time. 

Maria Cooke, 19, from Tottenham 
said she would not be applying for a 
card. “I’ve already got a passport to 
travel with and a driving licence 
which I use if I’m asked for ID, so I 
don’t really see the point of getting 
another card, especially if it costs 
£30,” she explained. 

“I didn’t know much about the 
background of these national identity 
cards but I don’t really like the sound 
of the government knowing every¬ 
thing about where you are and what 
you’re up to. 

“There are enough CCTV cameras 
everywhere already. I don’t think any 


of my friends have applied for one. I 
definitely won’t be getting a card.” 

But the Home Office minister 
responsible for rolling out the scheme, 
Meg Hillier, argued there was public 
enthusiasm for the scheme. 

“We are issuing hundreds of appli¬ 
cation packs each day to members of 
the public keen to get a card,” she said. 

Almost 3,000 cards have already 
been rolled out to people in Greater 
Manchester and in the North West. 
The cards should be available nation¬ 
wide by 2012 but are not expected to 
be compulsory at that time.

Police arrest 40-year-old in connection with murder 
of officer during Broadwater Farm riots in 1985 



A MAN has been arrested on suspicion 
of murdering police constable Keith 
Blakelock during the infamous Broadwater 
Farm Estate riots in Tottenham, 25 
years ago. 

A 40-year-old man, originally from 
Tottenham, was questioned by detectives 
from the Metropolitan Police’s Homicide 
and Serious Crime Command at Bury St 
Edmunds police station on February 5. 

He would have been a 15-year-old 
schoolboy when rioters engulfed the 
estate on October 6, 1985. The suspect 
will return for further questioning in May. 

This year will be the 25th anniversary of 
the night when father-of-three PC 
Blakelock was hacked to death by a 
machete-wielding mob after up to 500 
youths rampaged through the estate, 


lighting fires, looting and attacking police 
and firefighters with baseball bats and 
bottles. PC Blakelock and his colleague 
PC Coombes were attacked by youths 
wearing balaclavas as they tried to 
protect firefighters. 

The violence was sparked by the death of 
49-year-old Cynthia Jarrett who collapsed 
during a police raid on her home. Winston 
Silcott, Mark Braithwaite and Engin Raghip 
were wrongly convicted of PC Blakelock’s 
murder and cleared on appeal in 1991. 

Detectives have repeatedly said people 
in the area have information about the 
identity of the killers which they have not 
shared with police. 

In a statement released last week, a 
Met Police spokesman has urged anyone 
with any information to come forward. 


He said: “We would like to reassure 
anyone with information regarding those 
involved in the murder of PC Keith 
Blakelock or the attempted murder of 
PC Richard Coombes, who was also 
attacked that night, that they can 
contact us in confidence.” 

Scotland Yard opened a new 
investigation into the murder in 2003, 
digging up the garden of a house in 
Tottenham when police said that they had 
recovered an item of significance. In 
2005, police released images of PC 
Blakelock’s blood-stained overalls, with 
tape marks outlining the number of 
wounds inflicted upon him.

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Baby P’s torturer is attacked in prison

BABY Peter’s stepfather 
underwent hospital 
treatment after being 
scalded with boiling water by 
a fellow prisoner. 

Steven Barker, 33, who is 
serving a life sentence at 
Wakefield Prison for his part 
in the toddler’s death, 
suffered excruciating burns 
to his face and arms after a 
fellow inmate threw water 
over him on Wednesday. He 
was treated in the prison’s 
hospital after staff 
intervened and police were 
told of the attack. 

A Prison Service 
spokeswoman said: “A 
prisoner at HMP Wakefield 


was assaulted by another at 
6.45pm on Wednesday, 
February 10. Staff intervened 
quickly and the prisoner 
received treatment.” 

Barker was found guilty of 
causing or allowing the death 
of 17-month-old Peter 
Connelly along with his 
mother Tracey Connelly, 28, 
and Barker’s brother Jason 
Owen, 37. Barker was also 
found guilty of raping a two- 
year-old girl in a separate 
trial. Baby Peter suffered 50 
injuries including a broken 
back and eight fractured ribs 
before his body was 
discovered at his home in 
Penshurst Road, Tottenham.

New witness appeal in investigation 



POLICE are trying to trace 
customers of a cafe in Totten¬ 
ham outside which Damion 
Blair was murdered a year ago. 

Detectives investigating the 
death of the 26-year-old on 
February 13 last year have 
renewed their appeals for 
information on the first 
anniversary of the shooting. 

Mr Blair, of Park Avenue, 
Wood Green, had visited the 
Too Sweet Caribbean cafe in 
Tottenham High Road before 
becoming involved in a 
heated argument outside the 
restaurant with another man. 
At about 1.15 am, the suspect 
then shot Mr Blair four times 
in front of his girlfriend 

Detective Inspector Mark 
Gower this week urged “vital” 
witnesses to come forward. 

He said: “We believe there 
were about 30 customers at 
the cafe when the shooting 
occurred. They left the scene 
before police arrived and we 
urgently need to trace anyone 
who has not been spoken to 
by police. 

“We understand how diffi¬ 
cult it may be for them to 
come forward, but we would 


ask them to search their 
consciences and, for the sake 
of Mr Blair’s family, support 
this investigation.” 

DI Gower said there was 
one witness in particular he 
would like to come forward 
and released the CCTV image 
above of a man. 

“If you recognise yourself 
or have any information, 
please call,” he said.

Patients at health 
centre will enjoy 
a wildlife haven 


AN IDYLLIC garden is being planned for a 
patch of disused land in Hornsey where an 
orchard and meadow could provide a sanctuary 
for patients. 

The land, behind the new Hornsey Neighbour¬ 
hood Health Centre in Park Road, has been 
turned over to community groups to create a gar¬ 
den, orchard and wildlife meadow which will 
also form a therapeutic retreat for patients. 

A pond, beehives and space to grow food will 
all be created on the plot, which hosted a com¬ 
munity day on Saturday for neighbours to visit 
and learn more about the project. 

The spot has the potential to be one of 
Haringey’s wildlife gems, according to organiser 
Kate Allardyce, who lives near Crouch End. 

“The land is already home to foxes and many 
different types of birds, as well as lots of trees and 
flowers,” she explained. “We are encouraging peo¬ 
ple to get involved because this will be a great 
opportunity for them to learn about sustainable 
garden design and explore permaculture methods. 


“We hope the site will become a space to learn 
about food-growing as well as a therapeutic and 
tranquil setting to promote wellbeing. It is also a 
great way to meet like-minded people and have a 
lot of fun!” 

The 1.5-acre site, which is owned by NHS 
Haringey, is part of the Shepherd’s Cot Metro¬ 
politan Open Land - which means it cannot be 
developed and is protected. The group has been 
awarded £33,700 from Haringey Council’s 
Greenest Borough Innovation Fund to pay for 
pathways and a hut on the site. 

Councillor John Bevan, cabinet member for 
housing, environment and conservation, said: “I 
really want to encourage people to get involved 
in this project. It will remind us all of the wealth 
of the natural resources we have in our borough.” 

The health centre, one of Haringey’s first poly¬ 
clinics, was opened last September by the archi¬ 
tect of the polyclinic model, Lord Ara Darzi.

SWAPPING hobbits for poppets, 
Peter Jackson returns to the 
smaller-scale fantastical world 
which worked so well in 1994’s 
Heavenly Creatures. 

Unfortunately, he has brought with 
him all the big-budget bombast of 
Hollywood to drown this adaptation 
of Alice Sebold’s best-selling book 
in great gobs of sticky emotion. 

I haven’t read the 2002 hit novel, 
but I’m sure it contains more back¬ 
bone and edge than this jellified 
mess which should be filed under 
the murder lite (suitable for minors) 
section of film. 

“I was 14 years old when I was 
murdered on December 6, 1973,” 
says Susie Salmon near the start. 
Like Sunset Boulevard the film is 
narrated from the point of view of a 
murder victim, but the tender years 
of the dead girl makes this a much 
more sentimental work as we see 
the devastating effect on her family 
and also - imaginatively - the mag¬ 
ical hinterland between heaven and 
hell which Susie occupies until her 
soul can rest. 

This “blue horizon” as her ghost 
calls it allows Jackson to revel in his 
love of special effects, and some of 


giant ships in bottles, a halcyon 
cornfield - are impressive. But too 
often these moments are so embell¬ 
ished by heavy orchestration, lush 
cinematography and a saccharine 
voiceover that we are bludgeoned 
into submission rather than allowing 
any feelings of wonder to arise nat¬ 
urally. It also has a prolonged, 
ridiculously over-the-top ending in 
which you will need a heart of stone 
not to laugh. 

What is salvaged are some good 


performances, with Saoirse Ronan 
as the young girl suitably endearing 
without being annoying. Playing 
against his typical type, Stanley 
Tucci is chilling through the very fact 
of his ordinariness as murderer 
George Harvey, while Mark 
Wahlberg and Rachel Weisz are 
believable and affecting as Susie’s 
parents, haunted by her loss. It’s 
just a shame Jackson couldn’t mir¬ 
ror the truth of their portrayals in his 
direction and writing.

GREEDY Gannet is something of a 
connoisseur when it comes to Ori¬ 
ental food, having worked in a 
Chinese takeaway before officially 
becoming a gannet, so where better 
to head to test out the old taste- 
buds than Red Bamboo in Winch- 
more Hill? 

The relaxed and welcoming 
atmosphere is apparent as soon as 
you walk into the restaurant and 
makes it feel like the kind of place 
you’d feel comfy going on a first 
date, or to meet with mates. The 
background music is pleasant, the 
decor beautiful, and on the tables 
there is a choice of cutlery or, for the 
more adventurous, chopsticks. 

Our attentive and pleasant host¬ 
ess told us the Red Bamboo’s aim 


is to serve immediately from the 
wok, supplying the guests with hot 
and fresh food. With that in mind, we 
got stuck straight in with starters. 
Greedy Gannet judges every Chi¬ 
nese restaurant primarily by the 
standard of the spare ribs. The dry 
bbq spare ribs we had (4.80) were 
meaty, tasty and reduced our gan¬ 
net to a quivering mass resembling 
the kind of film scene involving Meg 
Ryan. We also enjoyed a portion of 
Pattaya chicken wings (£4.20) which 
had a crispy coating and were 
cooked with peppers and chillies in 
a sweet sauce. It was declared to 
be, “finger licking good!”. 

For the mains, our hostess rec¬ 
ommended chicken in Malaysian 
sambal sauce (£5.90), stir-fried in 
shrimp paste and highly spiced with 
chillies - an exceedingly unusual but 
heavenly experience. 

We also ordered beef in black 
bean sauce (£6.20) accompanied 
with some egg fried rice and a 
mountain of fried noodles and 
beansprouts (£3.80) big enough to 
rival K2. We felt that, even though 
the beef in black bean sauce was 
the most melt-in-the-mouth beef we 
had ever tasted at a Chinese restau¬ 
rant, it was a little too salty for our

pallets. This didn’t stop us from 
hoovering it all up, however...

DANGEROUS LETS 

DIY landlords leave themselves exposed 

Ellis and Co warns that landlords are not always aware of the 
legislation and requirements of having tenants in their properties, 
which may leave them exposed to losing thousands of pounds.

Boss Redknapp left ‘disturbed’ as 


Huddlestone becomes the latest 


Spurs star to miss from the spot

TOTTENHAM manager Harry Redknapp 
says he needs to find someone who can ‘han¬ 
dle the pressure’ of taking penalties after Tom 
Huddlestone became the latest player to 
squander from the spot as Spurs were forced 
to settle for an FA Cup replay with Bolton. 

Saturday’s clash at the Reebok saw 
Huddlestone handed the responsibility of 
sending the visitors into the quarter-finals 
after Sam Ricketts had handled the ball inside 
the penalty area, with Jermain Defoe 
stripped of penalty duty fol¬ 
lowing his miss 
against Leeds 
in the previ¬ 
ous round - a 
sixth failure 
from his last 
ten spot kicks. 

But Huddle- 
stone’s effort was 
weak and Jussi Jaas- 
kelainen saved to keep 
the scores at 1-1 and set 
up a rematch, much to 
the frustration of the 
boss, who has now seen 
his side convert only 
one of their last five 
penalties. 

“I need to find some¬ 
one who can handle the 
pressure of putting it 
away from the spot,” he 
said. 


“If we’d scored I think it would have been 
game over, but we have a habit of missing 
penalties at the moment and it’s becoming a 
bit disturbing.” 

Redknapp added he believed Tottenham 
deserved to take their place in the quarter¬ 
finals after battling back from a goal down 
after a lively first half performance by 
the hosts. 

Kevin Davies handed Bolton a first-half 
lead, finishing off a fine passing move, before 
Defoe levelled the scores after half-time with 
a clinical strike. 

“Bolton were terrific in the 
first half and we 
didn’t get out 
of the blocks,” 
he admitted. 
“They were up 
and at us and 
we couldn’t cope 
with it. They were 
knocking balls for¬ 
ward, winning them 
and backing up the play. 

“We didn’t get the 
chance to play how we 
like to play - they didn’t 
allow us to. 

“At half-time we sorted a 
few things out and we 
were much, much the 
better team in the second 
half, and deserved to win 
the game.” 

Spurs travel to Wigan on 
Sunday (4.15pm). 


’Boro ease drop fears with another win

HARINGEY BOROUGH enjoyed their biggest 
win of the season on Saturday as they crushed 
Colney Heath to move six points clear of the 
Spartan Premier Division’s relegation zone.
